FOR HIGH PRICES. 


Purveyers te the King are Only 
Allowed 10 Per Cent 
Profit. 


The people of this continent who 
are striking against high food 
prices little know, probably, that 
they have a precedent for their re- 
volt in the action of a man who 
holds one of the most exalted po- 
sitions in the world. The strike 
against prices was begun by the 
King of England. But Edward 
VII. restricted his efforts to his own 
needs. He stood out, made strin- 
gent rules, and he won. The 
tradesmen were angry, but they 
had to accept or cease to be ‘‘Pur- 
veyors to the King.”’ 


LIMIT IS TEN PER CENT. 


It may hardly be credible, but 


“St is the fact that while the strug- 


gling citizens of America are being 
forced to pay exorbitant profits on 
the necessaries of life the King of 
England permits none of his trades- 
men to charge him more than al- 
lows them a profit of 10 per cent. 
They can like it or leave it, but 
those are his terms. 

In the days of her Majesty Queen 
Victoria the royal traders had an 
easy time. And they made hay 
while their sun shone. They little 
dreamed, though, of the severe day 
of reckoning that was coming. 

One illustration is sufficient to 
show how the venerable Queen was 
made to fulfil the line of Kipling’s 
farnous war poem, which no one 
in England ever likes to Nave re- 
called now, ‘‘Pay, pay, pay!” Al’ 
other cases were the same as this 
one. 

The distance from the railroad 
station to the castle at Windsor is 
less than half a mile.

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PERSONAL SKETCH OF SIR 
ANDREW NOBLE, 


Great Establishment at Elswick, 
England, Where Guns and 
Warships are Built. 


No living man knows e about 
guns and explosives tl Sir An- 
drew Noble, who has lately been 
awarded, with the approval of the 
Prince of Wales, the Albert Me- 
dal of the Royal Society. He is 
chairman of . Armstrong, Whit- 
worth, and Company, whose great 
works stand at Elswick. on the up- 
river side of Newcastle-en-Tyne, 
England, says Pearson’s Weekly. 

Elswick has a hand in almost 
every department of the stee! in- 
dustry, but its specialties are big 
guns and warships. It has built 
the greater part of the Japanese 
Navy. Forty thousand pounds is 
distributed there every week in 
wages mong 25,000 men. Some 
hundred thousand of the popula- 
tion of Newcastle are more or less 
dependent on Elswick. It has a 
river frontage a mile and a half 
long, and a hundred and fifty sep- 
arate workshops. It has even a 
children’s school. 


BORN AT GREENOCK. 


The ordnance department, in 
which Sir Andrew Noble won his 
fame, covers over forty acres, and 
employs 15,000 of the men. Work 
goes on there day and night. 

Born at Greenock, Scotland, 
seventy-seven years ago, the son of 
a naval officer and of an Ameri- 
can mother, Sir Andrew soon be- 
came a Captain in the Royal Artil- 
lery, and an enthusiastic student 
of everything relating to cannons. 

When the great struggle between 
cannon and armor plating began, 
the Government appointed, in 
1859, a committee of inquiry, with 
Captain Noble as a member. In 
the same year, so rapidly had he 
come to the frort, he was made 
Assistant-Inspector of Artillery. 

It was in 1860 that he began his 
famous partnership with the late 
rd Armstrong, who thirteen years 


‘before had abandoned the quieter 


| 


paths of the law and founded a 
small factory at Elswick.

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GRIM RUSSIAN PRISON. 


Livirig Death the Lot of the In- 
mates of the Schlusselburg. 


In the middle of the River Neva, 
where it flows out of Lake Lagoda, 
there lies a tiny island surround- 
ed on three sides by the turbulent 
waters of the river and hemmed in 
upon the fourth by the cold and 
stormy lake. Upon this island 
stands a very ancient fortress en- 
closed by high walls more than 
twenty feet in thickness. This is 
the fortress of Schlusselburg. 

Day and night sentinels relieved 
every two hours pace around the 
top of these walls, keeping vigilant 
lookout on every hand. No one 
from within the fortress, not even 
the soldiers or gendarmes, is al- 
lowed to communicate with the peo- 
ple who dwell upon the banks of 
the river. If the unwary fisher- 
man chances to drift in his boat 
too near the walls of the fortress, 
says McClure’s, he is greeted by 
the shout of a sentinel, aiming his 
rifle : 

‘Away! Or I shoot!”’ 

Not even the Dead Sea in the 
deserts of Asia is so utterly isolat- 
ed and cut off from the living world 
as is this fortress of Schlusselburg, 
which lies within forty miles of St. 
Petersburg. 

They are very ancient, the high 
walls of the fortress. In many 
places they are cracked from old 
age, and in the cracks little trees 
have taken root. They look sullen 
and ominously silent, as if they hid 
dark and gruesome secrets. And 
in truth in the whole world there 
are no other walls that have wit- 
nessed so many tragedies as those 
of the fortress of Schlusselburg. 

The regime and the aspect of the 
prison were carefully thought out 
and planned, being, as the Min- 
isters visiting the Schlusselburg re- 
peatedly declared to the prison- 
ers, intended to demonstrate to 
them that it was 
their grave. 
structed in such a manner as con- 
stantly to remind the prisoners of 
a tomb. The stone floors were 
painted black and the walls dark 
gray. 

The window panes were opaque, 
so that no ray of sun ever penetrat- 
ed within the cells and no trace 
of color from without could be 
caught by the prisoners. The 
iron bedstead was turned up by 
day and chained against the wall, 
and only a little stool, also fast- 
ered in its place, allowed the pris- 
oners an oceasional rest from the 
incessant stride backward and for- 
ward across the flour of the cell. 

This pacing back and forth was 
in fact the only diversion permit- 
tec to the prisoners. 
were given to then 
Bible, which they 
learned from cover to cover in the 
fortress of Saints Peter and Paul, 
no work for their hands, no color 
for their eyes, no sound for their
